Jan 8.—[Special.[—Four 
firemen met death in the partial destruction 
of the local plat of the American Bridge 
company tonight. Two of the men died in- 
mast when buried under a falling wall, and 
the other two, taken out with crushed skulls, 
died within two hours after their rescue from 
the blasing ruins, 

~ The dead are: 

HENNESSY, von J., captain engine company 
Mo, 4, skull crushed; dead when hospital was 
reached. 

O'DONNELL, Lr. DOMINIC, engine No, 4, 
Ged before hospital was reached; probably 
dead when found, like Capt. Hennesay. 

FOLEY, WILLIAM, pipeman Mo. 4, skull frac. 
tured; died in building adjoining scene of fire. 

SULLIVAN, JOSEPH, pipeman No. 4, taken to 
adjoining building and then died in ambulance 
on way te emergency hospital. 


Fire Over in Short Time. 

The fire was over almost before the men 
ef the Gre department realised that their 
comrades had met death in the ruins. The 
first alarm was sounded at about 8:30, and 
when engine company No. 4, the first on the 
ground, arrived, the main part of the plant 
was in flames, * 

The fire swept through the big main ma- 
chine shop so rapidly, however, that the 
extra companies had hardly arrived when the 
east wail of the plant, with thousands of tons 
of brick, toppled over under the impetus ot 
the gale from the west.

NEW YORK JOLTED 
BY PROF. ZUEBLIN 


Former University of Chicago. 
Professor Tells Gotham- 
ites They Are Hampered 
by Conventions. 


‘WEST IS DYNAMIC FORCE’ 


Lecturer Says East Is Portion of 
a Dead Past; Advises Hear- 
ers to Journey Toward 
the Setting Sun. 


* 


New York, Jan. 38.— [Special I- Prot. 
Charles Zueblin, formerly of the University 
of Chicago, delivered today at 8 o'clock the 
Arat of his series of ten lectures on The 
Dynamic West at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
According to the professor, who stirred up 
the large audience with vivid comparisons 
between the conventional east and unconven- 
tional west, the west is still a large tail to the 
eastern dog. 

„But the tall will wag the dog some day,” 
he asserted. 

In the course of his lecture Prof. Zueblin 
undertook to show how the east was bound 
down by conventions and incidentally rapped 
the senators from the east. the railroad serv- 
ice here, and dress suits. He admitted, how- 
ever, that Chicago was dirty and il) kept in 
comparison with New York. 

“The east is old and the west is young,’ 
said the professor. Youth out there is writ- 
ten on the landscape as well as in the faces of 
the people. Too many easterners content 
themselves with a trip to Europe, a country 
of past ages. A trip across the American 
continent is better than a trip abroad.“ 


Tells Where Chicago Leads. 

The speaker touched upon Chicago at the 
beginning of his lecture. 

* Chicago is dirty and fil kept in compari- 
son to this clean and splendid city,” he 
said. “But Chicago Is ahead ina great 
many other things. ~ 

Chicago was backward in provision of a 
park system, but when the people awoke 
they provided themselves with the finest 
park system in the world, They are prepar- 
, nun to improve the lake front as New 
York has improved ite water front.“ 

Frof. Zueblin then referred to the New 
Theater here. 

While the people in New York were talk- 
ing about the New Theater,” he declared, 
„the people of Denver procured a large au- 
ditorium and turned it into a municipa! thea- 
ter in one night.

Ideas of Dress Amaze Him. 

“In Philadeiphia an indefinable line is 
drawn through the center of Market street, 
separating the sheep from the goats. Take, 
for instance, the Back Bay district in Boston, 
a settlement buikt upon a swamp. In Bos- 
ton it ie not a quéstion of position, but a 
question. of what house you live in, although 
all the houses resemble each other in the de- 
sign of their architecture to 4 great degree. 

“TI attended a dinner here in New York 
where i rma! dress was requested, but 1 
found that nine-tenths of the, guests wore 
dress suits. I talked with one of the guests 
and he said that with him it was a habit, put- 
ting on a dress suit every time hedined. And 
he seemed to be an intellectual and sane man. 
When the purpose of a dinner is designed to 
be informal it is a sign of vulgarity to dress 
up and an offense to organized society. You 
would not find such a condition existing in a 
weatern city. Of course, the conventions of 
highty evoived New York are ihe best“ 

Prof. Zueblin then took up the subject of 
social clubs. ; 

The Bohemian club of San Francisco has 
absolute distinction,” he continued, “and 
there ig nothing to equal ft In the east. 


Pacific Coast a Garden Spot. 

In speaking of the Pacific coast. the lec. 
turer said: 

“That stretch of land between Canada 
and Mexico, 1,500 miles long, some day will 
become the garden spot of the world. The 
future holds promise there, The develop- 
ment of cities along the Pacific ig outstrip- 
ping the fabulous dreame of the most en- 
thusiastic. The entire west is the most homo- 
geneous country in the world. It has a geo- 
graphical unity which will make in time na- 
tional unity. 

“The railroad service in the east will not 
compare to that in the west. Out there the 
people ride on superior traips and eat su- 
perior food. Easterners are not accustomed 
to good traveling, consequently they don't 
demand it. Why, even the ferry system at 
San Francisco is better than the municipal 
ferry which plies between New York and 
Staten Island. 

“Tt is characteristic of the west also to 
educate its people like human beings. There 
are five newspapers published in five western 
cities which exercise more influence than 
all the papers published along the Atlantic 
coast. The standard of western papers is 
no better than that of the eastern papers, 
put they come nearer to the people.“

BULLETS A FATHER’S JUSTICE | 


New Yorker Attempts Murder to 
„Avenge“ His Baby's Death. 


SUICIDE PART OF GRIM PLAN. 


Desperate Man Scores Belle vue and 
„en Who Refused Him Work.“ 


New Tork,“ Jan. 3. — [Special.] — When 
Gregory Kelly, a waiter out of work, walked 
into Hichey's old chophouse in John street 
this afternoon, he intended to kill himself so 
the $325 insurance on his life might save his 
little daughter from buria) in the potter's 
field. 

He had planned, however, that béfore 
shooting himself. he would take the life of 
Frederick Biscotte, m 
rant, and thus, as he believed, avenge the 
‘death of his 4 month old child. 

The bullet from Kelly’s revolver missed the 
manager's head by a fraction of an inch, and 
he was overpowered before he could turn the 
weapon upon himself. He now is in Belle- 
vue hospital pending an examination into 
his sanity, while not far from him, in the 
morgue, lies the body of the daughter whose 
threatened burtal in a pauper's lot had driven 
him to desperation. 


Scores Bellevue in Letter. 

In his pocket was found this letter, writ- 
ten In a good hand: . 

To the Press and Public: I am writing 
this in justification of what I am aboyt,to 
do, and to avenge the murder and give proper 
burial’ to my baby girl lying dead at Belle- 
vue hospital! in the morgue. I also hope the. 
city 4fficials will inspect the conditions as 
they now are at the said hospital that will 
allow a dying infant of 4 months to be put 
out in the streets. 

“A strong, healthy child was stricken 
with pneumonia on Nov. 20. On Nov. 29, 
with blood running from her ears from hem- 
orrhage fits and convulsive coughing, my 
wife was ordered to take her out. She pro- 
tested, saying the child wae not cured.

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The report of fhe results of the commis- 
sion’s investigation into the lumber pur- 
chases by the city was compiled by Spurgeon 
Bell, its secretary, from the transcript of the 
oral evidence and the reports of Investigator 
Scutt and others. The commission's recom- 
mendations with regard to new methods to 
be employed were: 

l. That the heads of the bureaus re- 
quiring lumber acquaint themselves suffi- 
ciently with the conditions of the lumber 
trace, and the character of the lumberre- 
quired for the work to begerformed, to 
be able to draw intelligent specifications. 

2. Schedules showing the use to which 
the lumber is to be put should be attached 
to the specifications drawn by bureau 
heads when they are submitted to the 
commissioner of public works. 

8. The commissioner of public works 
should make sufficient investigation of 
the specifications to satisfy him that the 
work planned in the various bureaus can 
be carried out. and that subordinate em- 
ployés have made appropriate recom- 
mendations. 

4. The rules for grading lumber for the 
city should be standardized with the rules 
in the lumber trade. 

5. Your commission finds that the com- 
missioner of public works, the superin- 

tendent of the bureau of sewers, the city 
bridge engineer,.and the city engineer 
have not properly supervised the making 
and enforcement of lumber contracts, and 
recommends a. closer scrutiny on their 
part in the making and supervising the 
enforcement of such contracts in the 
future. 

6. As the price of lumber fluctuates con, 
siderably in a year, the commission rec- 
ommends that in the future contracts be 
made to cover a.period of not more than 
three months. 

7. A further recommendation is that the 
letting of contracts by bureaus be discon- 
tinued, and that al the bureau estimates 
be combined. Tifis would not necessarily 
result in one general contract, since one 
bidder might be low on oak and another 
on pine or hemlock. The contracts should 
be so awarded that the city would get the 
lumber specified at the lowest price. 

. As the prices of lumber scheduled in 
present lumber contracts are much lower 
for white pine and other grades of lumber 
than prevalent market prices, it is recom- 
mended that the commissioner of public 
works take advantage of the ninety day 
extension clause in such contracts, when 
the council shall have authorized the ex- 
tension. 

9. It is recommended that an expert 
lumber inspector be employed by the de- 
partment of public to grade all 
lumber purchased on contracts, or that 
any carpenter who is assigned to work as 

a @ lumber inspector shall first be examined 
by the civi) service commission and certi- 
fied for that work. } 

10. It is suggested that the commis 
sioner of public works demand an ac- 
counting from the various foremen as to 
the amount of lumber used in 1909 and 
subsequent years, to be checked up with 
the amount of lumber purchased. 


Explains Inquiry Methods. 

The lumber report was prefaced with a 
short history of the physical examination of 
the lumber on hand in various city yards on 
Nov. 1, 1900, and the study of the contracts 
made by the Merriam commission investi- 
gators. 

„At the beginning of the inquiry our in- 
vestigators endeavored to establish a fair 
price for lumber indicated in the specifica- 
tions,” it proceeded. “ Copies of the speci- 
fications were submited to several high 
grade lumber concerns, with the request that 
they indicate at what prices they would be 
willing to enter into a contract to deliver 
during the year 1900 the lumber specified - 

„I was found that some ot the firms would 
not bid on large quantities of white pine in 
sizes required by the specifications. They 
informed our investigators that no respofnsi- 
ble firm could contract to deliyer such quan- 
tities of white pine in dimensſbn sizes, since 
there was no white pine on the Chicago mar- 
ket corresponding to the descriptions given 
in the specifications. 

“Tt is not necessary to discuss in detail 
the inspections made, but it may be pointed 
out that they have fully confirmed the pre- 


tract, formed by a comparison of the bids 
of responsible lumber dealers in the city with 
the contract prices under which lumber has 
been furnished during the current year. It 


Phas been found that for the year 1909 there 


were a smaller number of bidders on the va- 
rious kinds of lumber than there had been in 
prior years. Lumber firms seem to have lit- 
tle interest in competing for contracts with 
the city, because they did not believe that 
they were formed upon a business basis. 
“From an examination of the lumber con- 
tracts in the department of public works, 
over a series of years, it became apparent 
to our imvestigators that the responsible on- 
elals in the various bureaus were each year 
using specifications which were practically 
those of the preceding year. The superin- 
tendent of the bureau of sewers told our in~ 
vestigator that the specifications for his bu- 
reau had been drawn up in his office after an 
informal conversation with the carpenter 
foreman of the yard.“ . 


Put Matter Up to Hanberg. 

The report stated that from all evidence 
produced it was plain that bureau heads pri- 
marily were responsible for specifications, 
and then the matter was put up to the com- 
missioner of public works. | 

The commissioner of public works stated 
that he examined the specifications for 1900 
lumber contracts after they bad been sub- 
mitted to him by the heads of the various 
-bureaus.”” the report continued. His testi- 
mony indicated that he was not at all famil- 
lar with the procedure in drawing up the 
specifications. 

“If contractors find the amounts of lum- 
ber indicated in the specifications are of lit- 
tle value as an index to the requirements 
of the city, they cannot intelligently bid 
unless they have some inside facts regarding 
the amount and kinds of lumber actually 
purchased from year to year. 

The city bridge engineer testified that 
there is no check on the foreman if he is 
willing to accept an inferior grade of lum- 
ber. His O. K. is final in regard to the ap- 
proval of the bills made by the contractors. 
The matter of making out vouchers under 
the direction of the head of the bureau and 
the approval of this voucher and the signa- 
ture of the commissioner of public works are 
all matters of form.“ d

Mr. Lower's plan, which has the O. K. of 
the Civil Service Reform association, con- 
templates the establishment of a bureau 
of experts to keep tab on the municipal 
employés, to keep a constant record of their 
efficiency, to investigate and examine, and in 
general to «arry out the provisions of section 
14 of the city civil service act. 

It aims, in a few words. to transfer to the 
municipal service of employment what has 
been tried and found successful in the way 
of an efficiency system in large corpora- 
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mittee, and will enable the city to get from 
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tions. Boston, New York, and Washington, 
it is said, have long been figuring on such a 
scheme as Mr. Lower has proposed. 

Ald. Snow, who is a stanch supporter of the 
plan, expressed the opinion last night that 
the finance committee would vote favorably 
upon the proposition and report the plan, in- 
cluded in the new budget, to the council 
next Monday. Other members of the com- 
mittee reported themseives in favor of it. 


Lower Explains Plan. 

As told by Mr. Lower, the plan is as follows: 

The efficiency plan marked out by the 
municipal efficiency commissiom provides for 
expert inquiry and efficiency records con- 
cerning work and results obtained by each 
appointee in the classified civil service. It 
contemplates the practical application of the 
principle embodied in section 14 of the city 
civil service act. 

“In general, the plan is an adaptation to 
municipal conditions of efficiency and cost 
figuring systems in operation in large busi- 
ness enterprises. 

It has for its object the organization of an 
administrative and expert staff charged with 
the duty of astertaining what results each 
group, bureau, and department of the munic- 
pal service is obtaining from the men and 
money allotted to it. The plan also contem- 
plates determining and recording the success 
or failure of individual appointees in per- 
forming their duties, either personally or in 
handling men under them. 

Expert inquiry concerning the work per- 
formed by groups of employés considered as 
a whole is intended primarily to keép the re- 
sponsible city authorities informed in detail 
of existing conditions, It enables the city 
government to determine and compare ac- 
tual efficiency with the efficiency which 
gught fairly to be, expected for money ex- 
pended. Fhe efficiency records of individuals 
are intended to serve as factors in promotion, 
in 1 when forces are reduced, and as 
grou for discharge. oe En , 


. Seek Continued Efficiency. .. 

The problems of selecting qualified ap- 
pointees, of protecting them against improp- 
er removals, of granting them fair hearings 
on charges, and of safeguarding rights in ex- 
aminations for promotion have been formu- 
lated and facilities for solution provided. 
These advantages to an employé and the pub- 
lic service never have been supplemented 
with the corresponding obligation of con- 
tinued efficiency while in the service. 

No effective effort has been made to ap- 
ply section 14 of the act as a comprehensive 
system for standardizing the work and mak- 
ing the conduct and action of appointees a 
subject forexpertinquiry. Itisplainto ose 
familiar with the subject that this proviston 
of the act must be put in operation if the 
merit system is to be applied in its entirety. 

“The plan proposes the employment of 
specialists by the city government, including 
efficiency examiners, cost estimators, ac- 
countanmts, and examiners of public com- 
plaints. It is estimated that $50,000 will do 
the work, and that amount is asked. This 
amount is equivalent to one-quarter of 1 per 
cent of the total city pay roll. 

„% A outlined, the plan provides that the 
efficiency markings are to be kept as records. 

“Subjects with assigned weights, similar 
to those now in use in examinations, and uni- 
form for positions having similar duties are 
to be established. Under each subject effi- 
ciency markings are to be entered from time 
to time. 

Work of the Efficiency Force. 

“The efficiency force will undertake: 
“First—To ascertain the duties imposed 

upon particular groups of appointees, the 

manner in which, these duties are per- 
formed, the cost thereof, the system of 
transacting business, the number of ap- 
pointees engaged, and such other fact¢ as 
shall determine the actual efficiency of tne 
group and the standard of efficiency which 
ought’ fairly to be expected for the com- 

pensation given. 1 
“ Second—To determine responsibilliy tor the 

purpose of entering efficiency markings or 

for the purpose of making findings for the 
information of the proper authority. 

“ Third—To establish and record the degree 
of efficiency which ought fairly to be ex- 
pected for the compensation given, and 
which for convenience is designated as the 
normal standard and by a mark of do per 
cent. 

“* Markings In any of the above cases will 
not be entered on an efficiency record unti 
after investigation and approval by the civil 
service commission. | 

“ The efficiency average is to be a factor in 
promotion and separations. 

The problems involved are recognized by 
all ‘authorities on municipal government as 
vital and common to all public service. ir 
adopted, Chicago will be undertaking a pio-

Controller Approves Plan. 

Controller Walter H. Wilson, in discuss 
ing the proposition before the committee, 
said: 

“ As the city grows there is going to be 
increased demand for service everywhere, 
and increased territory means increased bus- 
iness on the part of the city, and it this em- 
clency commission. as outlined by Mr. Lower.

He had no prototype, and he had to 
delve into the archives and study the sys- 
tems of the old countries. He had to estab- 
lish a system for this country, and consider- 
ing the drawbacks he has had to contend 
with, I think on the whole he has done re- 
markahly well. I can see the nervousness of 
some of our friends from the west. I do not 
refer to the senators in this body. I mean 
the outside gentlemen from the west.” 


Flint and Martin Doubtful. 
Senator Flint made the following remarks 
on May 11, 1908: 

But while I agree generally with Mr 
Pinchot in the management of the forest 
reserves, I want to say to the senator from 
Idaho that I do not subscribe to everything 
that is being done or every detail that is 
being carried out in the forestry service. 
However, as a general proposition, I am in 
favor of what is being done.“ 

Representative Martin sa., on Feb. 4, 
1909: 

wae desire to say that, while from the be- 
ginning I have been and still am enthusiastic 
for the conservation policy of the govern- 
ment, particularly so far as it pertains to 
the proper preservation and utilization of the 
forests, that sentiment throughout the west 
with reference to the way this service is 
being applied is growing more and more ad- 
verse to it. It is becoming difficult for the 
settler; the man who is looking honestly 
to a particular spot to make his home, con- 
taining a proper area where he can settle, is 
almost .sure to find that the ranger desires 
to select this particular piece as the site of 
a government cabin. Settlers in a given lo- 
cality render a great deal of service in the 
conservation of forests, for the reasor that 
they are interested in putting out fires on 
the range. I think it is an extraordinary 
expenditure of money without any stipula- 
tions as to what manner and for what pur- 


frequently. is rather to subvert than to pro- 
mote the interests of these great foresis. 
For one. I would like to suggest to the com- 
mittee the propriety of bringing this bureau 
as rapidly as possible to that proper admin- 
istration that appiles to other branches of 
the public service.” 


{LLINOIS MINING INDUSTRY 
SUFFERS BY OVERPRODUCTION 


Federal Geological Survey Says Too 
Many Coal Shafts Are Being Worked 


in This State. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—[Specia].]—The 
mining industry of Illinois is suffering from 
overproduction, according to a report issued 
today by the United States geological survey. 
Too many mines are being worked for the re- 
quirement of the market. The demands for 
coal in Ilunois have fallen off, according to 
the report, as a result of ihe increased use of 
oll and gas for fuel and the use of eastern 
coke, which has. ollowed the agitation for 
the abatement of the smoke nuisance. The | 
report says: 

Mr. L. C. Scroggs, secretary of the IIII- 
nois Coal Operators’ association, states that 
the only shortage of labor experienced in the 
coal mines of IIlinois during 1909 has been 
due to the fact that the number of mines 
exceeds the requirements of the trade. 

“This, as stated by. Mr. Scroggs, is re- 
flected in the report of the bureau of labor 
statistics of Illinois, which shows that in the 
year which ended June 30, 1908, the shipping 
mines of the state operated only an average 
of 191 days, as compardd with 200 days the 
preceding year. In 1908 the total number of 
employ és was 70,841, and in 1907 the number 
was 66,714. 

„There has been some shortage of cars, 
especially during the fall and winter months, 
but this was not a shortage which more than 
affected the distribution of business. ‘There 
has been no suffering for coal becaus any 
failure on the part of the transportation 
companies. There were no general strikes or 
suspensions during 1909.“

As forecast in his advance synopsis of his 
report, Mr. Hitchcock suggests various meth- 
ods for reducing the deticit on second class 
mall matter. One proposal is de increase 
the rates on magazines, the cost of carry- 
ing which is several times that of news- 
papers. Another plan is to fix the rates 
upon the basis of a zone system, the prin- 
ciple being that the farther a perioaica! is 
earried the higher the rate to be charged. 
Still another proposal js a system of charges 
based on differentiation between pure read- 
ing and advertising matter. 

Magazines Cause Most Loss. 

** Magazines and other periodical publica- 
tions, exclusive of daily newspapers, com- 
prise about 60 per cent of the second class. 
mail,“ says Mr. Hitchcock. ‘** Magazines 
alone form about 20 per cent. While the aver- 
age haul of magazines proper is more than 
1,000 miles and that of other classes of 
periodicals, not including daily newspapers, 
ranges from 550 to more than 1,100 miles, 
the haul of daily newspapers, which com- 
prise about 40 per cent of the second class 
mail, averages less than 300 miles.

second class: mail. Magazines proper, be- 
cause of their long average haul, show a cost 
of more than 5 cents a pound for transpor- 
tation. while for daily newspapers, for which 
the average haul is much less, the transpor- 
tation cost is less than 2 cents a pound. 
Length of Haul Important. 

“In view of these conditions, the question 
naturally arises how far the length of haul 
should be regarded in fixing the rates of post- 
age for second class matter. The fact that 
the average transportation distance for mag- 


er than that for daily newspapers has led to 
the suggestion that the former class of publi- 
cations be charged a higher rate of postage 
than the latter. 

“ Another plan that recoghizes length of 
haul as an important element in fixing second 
class postage rates is the establishment of a 
zohe system under which a given rate would 
be charged to all points within a certain 
radius from the office of mailing and a higher 
rate to points beyond the limits of the zone. 
For convenience in carrying out such a plan 
zone boundaries could de fixed conforming 
to the state lines that most nearly approxi- 
mate a given radius. 

“It has been suggested also that in fixing 
postage rates for second class mall a dis- 
crimination be made between purely reading 
matter and matter printed for advertising 
purposes, a higher rate to be charged on the 
latter. 

Advertising to Bear Tolls? 

As advertisements comprise so large a 
part of the publications distributed at second 
class rates, it is urged that by following this 
plan a sufficient increase in revenue can be 
effected without any additional postage 
charge on the legitimate reading matter in 
periodicals. 

No matter which of these plans shall be 
adopted or whether the simpler method now 
in force of charging a flat rate on all second 
class mail shall be continued, some substan- 
tial advance in postage rate on such mail 
should be made in order to reduce the tre- 
mendous losses the government revenues now 
are suffering from this source.” 

Mr. Hitchcock concludes with figures show- 
ing that the rural delivery service is another 
expensive feature, the annual loss from this 
source being $28,000,000 a year. Although 
the facilities for circulation of newspapers 
and magazines and for the delivery of mall 
on rural routes have conferred vast benefits 
on the public, Mr. Hitchcock believes that 
the present state of our national finances ig 
such as to render desirable an earnest con- 
sideration of their cost.”

Minneapolis Street Railway. 


‘Lawyers Given Long Time to Make 


Arguments Before Justices. 


Wishington. D. C., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—The 


Minneapolis Street railway company today 


won its fight before the United States Su- 
preme court against the city of Minneapolis. 
The court, in an opinion handed down by As- 
sociate Justice Day, held to be invalid the or- 
dinance passed by the city council in 1907, re- 
quiring the street car company to a, six 
tickets for 25 cents. 

The company fought the ordinance on the | 
ground that it was a violation of the contract 
implied in its charter which, issued in 1878, 
was to run for fifty years and which author- 
ized à charge of 5 cents for each ride. 

The United States Circuit court for the 
district of Minnesota declared against the 
ordinance and Justice Day's decision sus- 
tains that finding. 

In the course of his opinion. justice Day 
said: 

We think that the requirement of the 
ordinance that the company should operate 
its roads by the sale of six tickets for a quar- 
ters was an enactment by legislative author- 
ity which impaired the obligation of the con- 
tract thus held and owned by the complain- 
ant company. We therefore reach the con- 
clusion that the decree of the Circuit court 
enjoining the execution of the ordinance 
should be affirmed,” . 0 


Tobacco Hearing = Begun. 

Argument in the tobacco trust cage, which 
has attracted much attention because of the 
possible effect of the court's decision on anti- 
trust legislation, was begun today in the Su- 
preme court and will continue to hold the at- 
tention of the court for the next three days. 

The court awarded twelve hours to counsel, 
which is thrice the usual time given to a 
case ih the court. Of this time the govern- 
ment will have five hours, counsel for the 
American Tobacco company four and a half 
hours; and counsel for the Imperial com- 
pany of Great Britain and the United Cigar 
company two and a half hours. 

In presenting the plea for an extension of 
time, Attorney General Wickersham stated 
that no more important case ever had come 
before the court and he said that time would 
be necessary to present the facts as well as 
the law. 

The first presentation in behalf of the gov- 
ernment wes made by Special Assistant At- 
torney General McReynolds and Attorneys 
Johnson, Nichol, Horntlower, and Struck 
were present in behalf of the tobacco inter- 
ests. Attorney General Wickersham will 
close the case for the government, but he 
will not be heard before Wednesday. 


Standard Oil Hearing Advanced. 

The case of the government versus the 
Standard Oil company, involving an effort 
on the part of the government to have the 
company Uissolved as a trust under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, was presented to the Su- 
preme éourt in a preliminary way today ona 
motion to advance the hearing. The motion 
was presented by Solicitor General Bowers 
and was concurred in by the opposition. 
They asked to have March 1 designated as the 
time for the hearing. The court took the re- 
quest under advisement. 


The case of the Prairie Oil and Gas com- 


pany, which attracted so much attention in 
Oklahoma during the campaign of 1908 be- 
cause of the intervention by Gov. Haskell in 
the interest of the company, was dismissed 
today. The effect. of the dismissal is favor- 
able to Gov. Haskell’s contentions. 


HARMON ASKS OHIO SOLONS 
TO RATIFY INCOME TAXES. 


Governor Says Right of Nation to As- 
sess Levies Should Be Placed Beyond 
& Doubt. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 38.—{Special.}]—Gov. 
Harmon, in his message to the first session of 
the Ohio legislature. today recommended the 
ratification of the proposed income tax 
amendment to the federal constitution. 

While ingomes are a subject of taxation 
which should ordinarily be left to the states 
and be resorted to by the national govern- 
ment only in cases of emergency,“ he said, 
experience during the civil war teaches 
that the power of congress to tax Income’, as 
proposed, should not be left in doubt.” 

The governor also requested a change in the 
present methods of levying state taxes and 
the creation of a general tax board to carry 
out these changes. 

Perhaps the greatest wrong that is done 
to the owners of visible property,’’ says the 
message, is in the general withholding 
from the duplicate of money, notes, stocks, 
bonds, and credits.“ At present, the gowernor 
says, the farms and ordinaiy homes pay 
more than their fair share of taxes. 


CATHOLICS IN LIQUOR WAR. 


Speaker Blames Much of Chicago’s 
Wickedness to Those of the Same 
Faith as His. 


The alignment of the Catholics of Chicago 
in the ranks of the aggressive drys was 
begun last night at a meeting of men of St. 
Vincent’s church under the auspices of the 
Total Abstinence union of the parish. Ad- 
dresses were made by Mrs. W. C. H. Keough, 
former member of the school board; John F. 
Cuneen, J.J. Garrity, and Peter Brady. 

Mr. Cunéen took his fellow Catholics to 
task for the wickedness of Chicago and for 
what he called their apathy in anti-saloon 
movements. 

“This ig a Catholic city,” he said, “of 
2,000,000 inhabitants 1,000,000 are Catholics. 
People have a right to expect a city with 
a million Catholics to be noted for its moral- 
ity and virtue, but from one end of the coun- 
try to the other I have heard it called the 
wickedest city in the United States.“

He Tells of Experiences in Ohio 


and Complains of High 
Taxes at Home.

FEL GYOGY, Hungary, Sept. 29.—From 

Also Orbo I returned to the main road and 

came on to Tüv, a drive of pérbaps ten 

miles through the wonderful Maros valiey, 
one of the most beautiful that I have seen 
in Hungary. Tövis is a rare combination of 

Roumanian and Magyar, with the best char- 

acteristics of neither and nothing to distin- 

guish it except that it is an important point 
on the main line of the rallway from Buda- 


pest to Bucharest. But even here there is a 4 | 


two story hotel with fairly comfortable 
rooms, a large café, and a gipsy band. To 
reach the sleeping rooms on the second floor 
it is necessary to pass through the peasants’ 
dining room, the kitchen, and out into a 
muddy courtyard to the stairs at the back 
of the house. 

After two hours’ effort, I succeeded in get- 
ting a carriage for the drive to Fel Gyogy. 
The journey is along a little stream, flowing 
through a little side valley a quarter of a 
mile wide, with high, rough, broken. moun- 
tains beyond. Just beyond Tövis we pass a 
large distillery. Then through a Roumanian 
Village, Djod, with moss grown straw 
thatched roofed houses, but with yards sur- 
rounded by beautifully plaited willow fences. 
The entrances to the yards are through

In Holiday Garb and Barefoot, 

Today has been a holiday and the long, 
erooked street of the villages was Well filled 
with people, all in holiday attire, but even 
thus; all the women are barefooted and many 
of the men. There are a few houses of mod- 
ern construction, with fairly large double 
windows, but the majority of the houses are 
of small size and ancient style. In the cen- 


ter of the two mile long village is a large 


house, surrounded by a great garden of trees‘ 
and flowers and inclosed by a high tron fence. 
It belongs to the Magyar owner of the dis- 
tillery, just outside of Tövis. At the edge 
ef Djod is a great cnucifix, 

The valley becomes deeper and rougher and 
the land, apparently, poorer in quality. From 
my driver I learned that to his native village 
of Koslard, eight Roumanians recently re- 
turned from America. Since that time they 
have constantly wished that they had re- 
mained abroad. Six in his village are now 
in America and are not expected to return. 
In thé cabman's estimation the superior ad- 
vantage America has over Hungary is in the 
fact that the cost of living there is not so 
great and that laborers eat more meat and 
have more money. 

We overtook a Jew who hinted that the 
@river should give him a lift. He refused, 
saying that he had no use for Jews, although 
he works for a Jew of Tövis and for a year’s 
work receives $17, his food, and a place to 
sleep in the stable. He wanted to know what 
steamshif company I represented, and when 
told that I am not an agent, could not under- 
stand why I should desire to visit Fel Gyogy.

Kitchen Century Behind Parlor. 


The contrast between the biacksmith's 
parlor and his kitchen is remarkable, for the 
kitchen Is as primitive and as scant in {ts 
furniture as the front room is modern and 
well furnished. Thus his house really marks 
two periods of culture, the old and the new, 
but the blacksinith himself represents the 
best type of Hungarian peasantry. Both he 
and the crowd which thronged the room were 
‘abs kindly and courteous as I have ever seen.

He spent twenty-one months in a shop 
m Ohio where he made coal miners’ picks. 
one of which he brought home with him 
and exhibited with pride. He also had sev- 
eral photographs of himself, taken in the 
shop. Another memento of his trip abroad 
is an American trunk. Qn his table was 
an American tablecloth. He has an excel- 
lent house, with a large front room, with a 
good floor and big double windows, and on 
the wall are pictures, chiefly of a religious 
nature; in general, it is a well furnished 
home. He returned from America on ac- 
count of his wife, but after he has com- 
pleted his last period of service in the army 
be expects to take His Wife and family to 
Amefica to remain. 

This blacksmith peasant talks excellent 
Magyar and, for the time in America, re- 
markable English, He owns three houses 
in the village, has $700 in the bank, and 
owns fifteen acres of land worth $100 an acre. 
He tikes Hungary, but he likes America bet- 
ter. He was entirely satisfied with his treat- 
ment abroad and spoke interestingly and 
findly of his foreman. He had much to 
say of the taxes in Hungary. He said that, 
no matter how much one brought home from 
America and places in the bank here, it was 
only a question of time when he would have 
to take it out to pay taxes. He said that 
he could live in Ohio for $3 a week, but that 
it cost him more than that here in Fel 
Gyogy. To back up this assertion he made 


comparisons, accurate, so far as I could see 


of the relative prices of meat, eggs, butter, 
flour, ete. of the two countries. 


Arable Land Scarce.’ * 


Arable land is scarce in the valley and 
there ie no work in the winter, hence the 
great emigration to America. He estimatcd 
that at least 100 from Fel Gyégy are in Amer- 
ica at the present time and of this number 
about fifty are in Newark, O. There are ao 
women from the village in America: but one. 
expects to leave soon. It is his opinion that 
all those now in America will return. They 
stay in America two or three years or often 
as long as they can secure remunerativa 
work. He spoke understandingly of the dis- 
turbing influence of presidential elections 
upon the labor market. There are many 
in the village who want to go to America 
but have not the means. 

In the village are seven houses, similar 
to the one of the blacksmith, bullt with 
American money. Many others have been 
repaired or rebuilt with money sent home 
from Ohio. As we talked in his front room 
tt gradually filled with people of the village 
~—men, women, and children. They are a 
good looking lot, quiet and sober, with 
brown or blue eyes, and while he talks all 
listen earnestiy and respectfully. All of the 
men are in characteristic Roumanian white, 
@ few with American coats.

greatly strengthened by what I have seen 
today—that the common estimate of the 
Roumanians does not do them justice.

There is here, but 
it needs direction, and this d fon is not 
furnished by the dominant Magyars. That 
they were disloyal to the Magyar cause dur- 
ing the liberty war in g and is. of course, 
the serious charge brought against them by 
the Magyars, and for thie they never have 
been forgiven; but from a Roumanien point 
of view, from what I have been able to learn, 
it seems that they were largely justified in 
the course which they followed. 

That they are loyal to Hungary today and 
are desirous and capable of making good 
citizens I have no doubt, and with the same 
opportunities which are extended to the 

ars, with good schools in which the 
children will not be obliged to spend halt 
their time in learning a foreign tongue, with 
sympathetic, kind officials in the sections 
where the Roumanians predominate, and 
with equal opportunities for entrance into 
and promotion in state fostered institutions 
of Transylvania, they could—and I believe

Like Spaniards in United States. 


In fact, the position of the Roumanians in 
Transylvania is not unlike that of the Span- 
ish speaking people of our southwestern 
states. There is even @ superficial resem- 
blance in the color of their skin and general 
comparative states of culture. We have 
taken our Mexicans of Arizona, New Mexico, 
and California as we found them and left 


| them quite free to work out their own destiny, 


There has been no attempt to force them to 
the front in language, culture, or patriotism. 
In communities in which they predominate, 
they have hed their own schools and their 
own self-government. Even in larger mat- 
ters of state politics, the test in the south- 
west has been one of fitness, or of politics, 
rather than the amount of pigmentation in 
the skin or the mother ‘tongue, The same 
policy might have been pursued with equal 
advantage with our Indians. 

But here in Transylvania a “ hurry-up ” 
process has been pursued and even now pre- 
yails to a greater extent than ever before. 
The Roumanians are hedged about with all 
sorts of rules and regulations, to violate 
“which is not regarded as of minor impor- 
tance but as treason to the state. Nowhere 
‘in the country have I felt conscious of the 
nearness of Roumania. The fact that Rou- 
mania’ itself has made such great progress 
in recent years and the fact that the labor 
market is in such condition there as to war- 
rant the large immigration shows the possi- 
‘pilities of the Roumanians to enter into the 
spirit of modern culture. 

We must not forget that a large part of 
Hungary itself has entered the community of 
European culture only within the last sixty 
) irge cities of the Alfld, such

Buſterer Tells How Assassin Changed

The Guatemalan govern- 
ment is’ bearing the expense of the educa- 
tion of Consuelo, daughter of Barrios, at « 
school in London. 


Was an American Girl. 

Mme. Berrios is an American and before 
her marriage was Miss Algera Benton. She 
was born in Virginia. but it was while reajd- 
ing in New York that she met Gen. Barrios 
and at the age of 14 married him. That was 
eighteen years ago. Barrios was on his way 
to Berlin, where he represented his country. 
When he resigned tale consulship they trav- 
eled for a while and then went to Guatemala. 

A revolution was started by friends of Bar- 
rios to make him president. Re was thrown 
in prison, but was released partiy through 
theinterference of Lathing B. Meisner, United 
States minister to Guatemala. He then was 
named dictator and later became president. 


Tells of Husband’s Death.

Says “Bogy” Is Being Put to Rest. 

“ Now, however, official documents and re- 
ports of disinterested and unprejudiced trav- 
elerg are being listened to, and the bogy of 
* atrocities is being more or less put to rest. 

It is becoming plainer every day that the 
agitation inst Leopold's administration 
had its in England, among fanatical] 
preachers and unscrupulous merchants. 
The preachers were irritated tat a Catholic 
ruler should hold sway over such an immense 
territory, even if freedom of religious action 
wae the guarantee to Protestant as well as 
Catholio missionaries. 

“The merchants knew so well the possi- 


| bilities of the Congo that they clamored for 


exclusive ownership of the territory. Eng- 
lish pride and ambition, alming at sole 
ownership of the dark continent, silently yet 
efficiently abetted the efforts of preachers 
and of merchants, and so, day by day, the 
outery became the louder, until the innocent 
public, even in America, began to give cre- 
dence to it; and the American government 
once thought itself obliged to send a remon- 
strance to Brussels. 


“Mo Atrocities,” He Declares. 

“As a plain matter of fact, there were no 
* atrocities’ in the Congo. This may not be 
taken as meaning that every minor official 
in the territory was guiltless of unjustifiable 
greed, or of blameworthy treatment of the 
natives, or that the Belgian operations, on 
the whole, in a new and untried field of labor, 
were at all times free from abuses of any 
kind, such as further knowledge of condi- 
tions was bound to correct. But thet the 
oft proclaimed ‘ artocities' took place, and 
were the results of a general administration, 
ia entirely false. 

“For our oun account we put full ren 
ance in the statement made privately and 
publicly by Catholic missionaries who have 
lived in the Congo for many years. ‘Ther 
again and again have stigmatized the 
charges against Leopold as most unfair 
and most untrue. 


“London, and Not Congo, Scene.” 
“ Over two years ago the Africander, Capt. 
Du Quesne, an unimpeachable witness thor- 
oughly conversant with conditions in the 
Congo, told the American people that “every 
story you see in American newspapers 
against the Congo is manufactured by the 
Congo Refarm association. London. and not 
the Congo, is where the ‘atrocities’ are 
committed. 

„Prof. Starr of the University of Chicago, 
réturning from a journey of two years 
through the Congo, declared that while there 
he hed neither seen nor heard of atrocities ’ 
that the first news he had of them was on 
his home coming when English and American 
papers fell into his hands.“ 


COLOR LINE DRAWN IN CUBA; 
NEGROES THREATEN TROUBLE 


Manager of Bar Fined $70 for Over- 
charging Two Colored Congressmen 
for Drinks—Agitation Grows. 


-- [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Jan. 3.—The manager of the 
Plaza bar, which last night was the scene of 
a disturbance because of the fact that two 
negro congressmen were overcharged for 
drinks, was fined $70 in the Correctional! court 
today. During the hearing, which was com- 
paratively brief, a mob of blacks jammed 
the courtroom and adjacent streets. 

Morna Delgado, negro president of the 
Cuban senate, attended and strove to in- 
duce the presiding judge to make the fine 
$1,000 with sixty days’ imprisonment in ad- 
dition, but this the court would not do. Im- 
mediately after the trial hundreds of ne- 
groes entered the Plaza hotel, where they 
demanded and got drinks at ordinary rates. 
Tonight the negroes continue to walk ag- 
gressively up to the bar arid demanding they 
be served. None was refused. 

The newspaper Triumfo, organ of the gov- 
ernment, says editorially: 

„% Foreigners shall not import prejudices 
and hatreds which are suffered in their own 
homes. The provocation already is bearing 
fruit and the results may be still more de- 
plorable. Colored citizens of Cuba are no 
worse than white foreigners. and if they find 
our democratic ideas repugnant they had 
better get out. No one obliged them to come 
here and they must be taught to obey our 
aws.“

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DOMINION FEELS STRONG. 


Thinks It Would Get None the Worse 
of Any Trade Conflict, 


[CHICAGO TRIBUNE BURBAU.] 

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 3-—[{Special.j—It be- 
comes more evident each day that da 
cares little whether the United en- 
forces its maximum tariff rates h 
81 against Canadian exports. Americans at 
Ottawa and Canadians who hope to see trade 
peace between the two countries have come 
to the conclusion that Canada’s attitude is 
not at all understood in the United States 
nor the gravity of the approaching situation 
realized. 

Leading Canadian statesmen, the men with 
whom the settlement of the tariff policies rest, 
believe that the trade of Canada would not 
be affected seriously by a tariff war with the 
United States, and that Canada in the end 
_— gain profitable results from such an 
even 

Canada does not care a 5 cent piece 
whether the United States maximum tariff 
rates are applied to Canadian exports,” said 
a responsible official of the Canadian govern- 
ment today. 


Canada Feels Strong for Fight. 

This is strong language, in view of the pres- 
ent delicate state of the tariff relations, but 
from the Canadian standpoint it apparently 
is justified. If trade peace comes to à sudden 
end, and President Taft permits the maxi- 
mum rates to go into effect against Canada, 
Canadians believe the loss of trade and trade 
prestige will be far greater to the United 
States than to the dominion. 
In the first place, they assert, Canada now 
is shut out of the United States on all com- 
petitive goods. All that the United States 
takes is raw material and the products that 
are needed. These it will have to take whether 
the rates are high or low, and the American 
consumer and mauufacturer will pay the 
price. This applies to logs, lumber, pulp- 
wood, paper, nickel, furs, hide, fish and 
many Other articles. The bulk of Canada's 
exports to the United States will continue, 
with the Americans paying the tariff. 

On this side of the fence, Canada will apply 
her surtax of 35 per cent to a majority of 
American manufactured goods, but will let 
fruits, coal, breadstuffs, and some other 
necessities continue to enter the dominion 
at the present rates, thereby causing Cana- 
Mans little hardship. f g 


Surtax Can Be “ Sprinkled.” 
ere is the great difference in the penalties 
of the American and the Canadian tariffs: 
The American maximum penalty, once put 
into effect, will apply to every dutiable ar- 
ticle from Canada, but the Canadian surtax 
can be placed at pointe where it will be most 
effective against the United States and least 
irksome to Canadians. 

The result of such a situation, as viewed 
by the Canadians, is important. Practically 
all the manufactured goods needed can be 
obtained from England, and a great trade, 
welcomed both here and abroad, would be 
opened at once to take the place of American 
goods. In the meantime the identical situa- 
tion for which Canadian manufacturers have 
been clamoring would have been brought 
about. Capital from England and much 
from the United States would be rushed into 
the dominion for the upbuilding of manu- 
facturing enterprises which would flourish 
behind the protection of the’ surtax and 
would supplant the American manufacturers 
before reciprocé] arrangements could be re- 
stored between the two countries.

The story of the disinherited son of a nodle 
English family, the fall from wealth to pov- 
erty, and the resort to crime by a descendant 
as a means of supporting his family, was 
revealed by the death of Harry B. Feather- 
stone, and corroborated by his sister, Miss 
Emma Featherstonhaugh. Featherstone was 
killed by Roliceman J. P. Maloney while 
holding up a saloon early New Year's morn- 
ing. That the dead man was the rightful 
bearer of the title Lord Featherstonhaugh 
was the assertion made yesterday at the in- 
quest over his body. 

The sister and the wife of the dead rob- 
ber attended the inquest and appeared grief 
stricken. Although the dead man had dropped 
the suffix of his name, his mother, Mrs. 
Elisa Featherstonhaugh, and his sister retain 
it. They Hve at 1857 Lake street. 


Nephew of a Baron. 

„My grandfather, Henry Bardiff Feather - 
stonhaugh, was the nephew and heir of the 
last baron of one of the oldest families in 
Essex, England,“ said the sister. A young 
daughter of an English neighbor had been 
picked out for him to wed, but he followed 
the dictation of his heart, ran away, and mar- 
ried a poor Irish girl named Lee. 

For this he was disinherited. He came to 
America, settling in Oswego, N. Y., and be- 
came moderately wealthy. Twenty years ago 
we learned that the last Lord Featherston- 
haugh was dead, and that we were heirs toa 
portion of his estate. 

My grandfather went back to England to 
claim the estate, but found his younger 
brother, Wallace, and sister, Emma, against 
him, and he was unable to establish his 
proofs. They received most of the money and 
the rest went to the crown. My father was 
the rightful heir, and after him my brother, 


Harry. 
Unable to Establish Claim. 

Harry is dead, and there is no use in our 
talking about it,“ said his widow. “ We can't 
bring him back. We can’t get him now. 
Everything is just as Emma told it. He was 
the real Lord Featherstonhaugh, but, of 
course, we could never establish a claim.“ 

Policeman Maloney was exonerated by the 
coroner’s jury and commended for his bra- 
very and promptness. Jerry W. Mason, a 
taxicab driver who witnessed the revolver 
battle, after he had taken Featherstone and 
two companions to East Twenty-first street 
and Michigan avenue, was the principal wit- 

ness called by Deputy Coroner Hartney.

WOULD USE POST CARDS. 


Selence of Salesmanship Needed in Re- 
ligious Work. 


A press agent for every church, and con- 
stant advertising in newspapers as a means 
of creating interest in religious affairs, wefe 
parts of a plan advocated last night in a lec- 
ture at the Doremus Congregational church 
by E. H. Packardof Boston, Mass., who calls 
himself a publicity evangelist.” 

The lecture was illustrated by lantern 
slides showing just how the advertisements 
should be worded, and the cuts and illustra- 
tions used. 

“It is a fact which many ministers are be- 
ginning to understand, that commercial 
methods can be applied to religious work,” 
he said. 


Church Should Hire Advertising Man. 

The sort of evangelism this age needs is 
the adaptation of the art of advertising and 
the science of salesmanship to thé religious 
work of soul winning. Of course, a great 
many will howl at the attempt to give pub- 
licity to the word of God through modern 
advertising methods. They will call it too 
radical and say that it cheapens religion. 

But these arguments will not prevail, 
because the spirit of militant Christianity is 
in the air. The churches realize they can no 
longer fight this century’s battles with last 
century’s weapons, and for that reason they 
gradually are coming to see the value of gos- 
pel publicity.“ 


Mr. Packard says each church should have 


an advertising agent whose duty it should be 
to map out advertising campaigns and to 
raise funds to put them into effect. 


Urges Use of Post Cards. 

Ministers, he said, should point out to their 
congregations that it is just as necessary to 
have money to advertise the church as it is to 
pay the pastor’s salary. 

In addition to newspaper advertising, he 
said the churches should send out advertising 
post cards and that all church correspond- 
ence should be written on letter heads con- 
taining flaming religious advertisements and 
carried in picture envelopes just like those 
used by circuses and theatrical companies.

Through the death of Leopold II. one of the most 
valuable libraries in Burope’ will become in @ measure 
accessible to the outer world. Leopold I. during the 
many years which he spent in England., first of all as 
the husband and then as the widower of Princess Char- 
lotte of Wales, and afterwards during his reign as king 
of the Belgians, devoted large suns ot money, of which 
he had an abundance, to the collection of literary treds- 
ure’. A bihltophile of much discernment and exper! . 
ence, he was always on, the lookout for bargains, and at 
the time of his death had managed to gather together 
one of the most valuable collections in Furope. 

When hie will was opened it was found that, while he 
had left the bulk of his fortune to his younger and 
favorite son, the count of Flanders, as well as his most 
valuable paintings, the library was bequeathed to his 
eldest son, Leopoid II., who, curiously enough, cared 
nothing whatboever for books. 

The late king was an ommvorous devourer of news- 
papers, of geographical pubNcations, commercial reports, 
j ete. but to the joys of a bibliophile he was an entire 
‘stranger. Finding that his father’s library took. up 
space which, in his opinion, could be more usefully oc- 
cupied in another manner, he had the greater portion of 
these literary treasures boxed up, and thus they have 
remained throughout nearly the entire length of his | 
reign of forty-four years.. 

King Albert, while fond of riding and of the pleasures 
of the chase, Shares the tastes of his grandfather, 
Leopold I., in the matter of books, and has already in- 
timated his intention of not only himsejf delving into 
the long hidden treasures of the royal library but like- 
wise of rendering them accessible under certain con- 
ditions to historians and bibifophiles.
